WASHINGTCN,—There is a peace- 
machine in Washington, all olled 
and ready to start the moment the 
last gun is silenced in Europe. From 
it may come a plan which the de- 
mocracies can offer the world as an 
alternative to the totalitarian way of 
life. 

This pueace-machine is not new, 
but it has never been given a fair 
trial, Cordell Hull has the patent. 
It may never be allowed to func- 
on, but it is a cheering thing, to 
know that it is there, 

It is simply reciprocal trade 
agreement machinery which Secre- 
tary Hull is insisting shall be kept as 
nearly intact ag possible, ready to 
be put into operation the moment 
the tanks are moved out of the 
way. For Mr, Hull believes firmly 
that out of all the uncertainties 
which surround this uncertain world, 
when the war is over one thing Is 
going to happen: Either the system 
uf free intercourse among nations is 
going to exist in the world, or the 
totalitarian system will dominate.

Anothe: interesting stunt {fe to 
take a short time exposure of the 
house just at dusk, when there fe 
still some light in the sky but the 
house lights show up brightly. Only 
a few seconds’ exposure will be 
needed for such a shot, and it will

About every writer and speaker 
in the country has been attempting 
to satisfactorily answer that ques~- 
tion for some time, You ean find 
irresistibly logical arguments which 
made our entry into conflict seem 
inevitable as death and taxes-~and 
ypu can find equaly logical argu~ 
ments which attempt to prove we 
are in small danger of being drawn 
in. And, as the debate rages on, 
a@ good many Americans who,make 
no pretense to being experts find 
themselves sinking deeper into con- 
fusion. 

The standard polls sctill indicate 
that the American people are op~ 
posed to war, even as they favor 
aid to England with “all steps short 
of war’ At the same time, the 
fmerican people, going by the 
game polls, are convinced that if 
Tneland falls we may he next on 
Hitler's list*of victims. 

The standard polls still indicate 
theory that we cannot long keep 
out of war are obvious enough. We 
have dropped all pretense of neu- 
trality—we are simply non-belig-| 
erents, committed to the hilt on 
England's side. We have damned 
the dictators in unequivocal terms. 
The leaders of both the political 
parties, the President and Mr. Will- 
kie, are aggressively pro-Britisn 
and anti-Nazi. And we are about to 
embark on a new policy which will 
give England and her allies our 
utmost moral and material support 
--apolicy which Hitler, if he is 
seeking a fight with this country, 
could logically construe as a decla- 
ration of war in effect. 

On the other side of the fence, 
the arguments have not been 50 
well publicized. In a recent issue 
the United States summed up five

introduced into Congress, which 
secks to drive this country into war 
after establishing a dictatorship 
here. 

Sen. Arthur Capper, Kansas, led 
& group of other farm senators in 
proclaiming opposition to the war 
bill, and, with the America First 
Commitice, urged citizens to write 
their representatives and senators 
asking the measure be killed. 

“Tam against the bill as I think 
it gives the President dangerous 
powers and if will lead to wer,” 
Capper said tersely, “I'he congress 


should not be asked to surrender, | 
the powers given to it by the con- 


stitution,” 

Both of the Senators Clark, Ben- 
nett Champ of Missouri and D, 
Worth of Idaho, similarly called for 
defeat of the proposal, 

“The measure indicates war 
abroad and dictatorship at home,” 
Clark of Missourl said. “If the 
United States goes to war the farm- 
ers and laborers will pay the bill. 
The bill will be something the lke 
of which the world has never seen.” 

Clark of Idaho sald that the pro- 
posed legislation ‘Ss wrapped up In 
the dictatorship issue, fo such an ex- 
‘tent that the risk of America's en- 
try inte the war is part and pareel 
of the Dil, Tam agabist the United 
States entering the war. If we 
should become Involyed ie war 
would last for years and ihe onty 
sure thing to come out of it would 
be economle ruin for thts country, 
The farmer had a taste of that 
nfter the last warbut It was only 
a ingle,” 

Sen. Gerald P. Nye, North Da- 
kota, asserted, “The people of the 
United Stutes have permitted their 
lah at and his ambassadors to 
create an international emergency 
for them, The emergency, however 
reat now, docs not cormpss+e wth 
the emergency that will be visited 
upon them if the President is given 
what he acks for in the pending bill, 


“Name it whatever one will, the 
bill provides far the divoreement by 
congress, ag representative of the 
people, of all ite powers and gives 
fo the President powers including 
those of making alliances for war 
arealer than ever entertained by a 
wirlime President and this at a 
ime who we are at war with no 
nation.” Nye cantinued, 

"Eo am confident that if only the 
people can have time to study and 
know this dictator DIN they will KH! 
the proposal wiih thelr protests. 
This they should do, clse our de- 
mocracy Is gone and we are com- 
promised to uctlve participation {a 
ao Jong war ty which every natlon 
cugsging will lose," Nye sald. 

Wisconsin's senior senator, Robert 
M. LaFollette, whose father fought 
our entry into the last war, also 
warned that “Under the terma of 
the pending measure the Prealdent 
would be ompowered to create a 
i alate of war In fact, the bill ape. 
elfically provides for the use of cur 
ports and facilities as a bace for 
belligerent warships. Here ia a pro- 
posal to import the European war 
fo our shares 

“The bill gives blanket approval 
of Congress in advance tot the Prot 
ident to dispose of part or all of 
our feet.
